If somebody like Paul Robeson cannot get a 
passport, or if an alien like the Red Dean of Can­ 
terbury cannot g et a v isa, a terrific fuss is made 
on the subject and it is ev en written: 
“The effect is not only to discourag e p ersons 
in these countries from v isiting the United States, 
but to discourag e from v isiting us those v ery 
persons* who may be best qualified to disp el the 
misconceptions and fastastic notions 
about the 
United States which hav e been inspired uncon­ 
sciously by v isiting serv ice men and Holly wood 
and consciously by the Communists and their fel- 
low-trav elers.” 
For the fiscal y ear 19 55, 6 8 9 ,6 7 4 
immig rants 
and v isitors receiv ed v isas and 47 3,7 03 p assp orts 
were issued during the first 10 months. Only 401 
p ersons were refused p assp orts for other than the 
fact that they did not fill out their ap p lications 
comp letely and accurately . Of the 401. 13 were 
refused p assp orts because they are Communists 
and six because they are eng ag ed in p olitical ac­ 
tiv ities which abroad would be harmful to the 
United States. The larg est number of rejections, 
300, were ov er citizenship , that is, their Ameri­ 
can citizenship is in doubt or does not ex ist. 
Non-quota v isas, issued under the Refug e Re­ 
lief Act, amounting to 52,07 2, 
show an increase 
up to December 9, 1955 
In all these matters, an element of recip rocity 
must be considered. 
For instance, v isas hav e 
been ex tended from two to four y ears when there 
is reciprocity by the other country . There is no 
reason why the United States should offer bene­ 
fits which other countries refuse for Americans. 
Immig ration to the United States has been on 
the constant increase since the end of World 
War II.

CANCER OF THE LUNG 
The increased frequency of cancer of the lung 
rep resents one of the most p ressing p roblems in 
modern medical p ractice. It is certainly clear that 
in males, at least, there is a striking and steady 
rise in the number of cases of bronchog enic car­ 
cinoma (cancer of the lung ). Statisticians hav e 
p redicted that if the rate of increase shown dur­ 
ing the p ast 20 y ears should continue for the nex t 
can refuse to listen to malicious gossip, he 20 >ears» 
we would be faced with a real national 
n 
disaster. 
We hear a g ood deal about the cause of this 
increase and there is much sp eculation. All of 
y ou, I am sure, are reading about filtered and 
unfiltered cig arettes, about p ollution of the atmos­ 
p here, and many theories as to why this increase 
has occurred. While we are try ing to find the 
cause of this increase, while we are ex erting 
ev ery effort toward p rev ention, something must 
be done to salv ag e those who are now affected 
and the many who will be affected in the future 
by this almost uniformly fatal disease. There is 
at p resent one cure—surg ery . The chances for its 
success dep end in larg e p art on early detection 
and rap id identification. 
; 
Thus, Dr. Leo Rig ler, Professor of Radiolog y 
at the Univ ersity of Minnesota Medical School, 
tells us that for some y ears he and his associates 
hav e been inv estig ating what mig ht be called the 
p ast X-ray history of p ersons known to hav e can­ 
cer of the lung . Ex amination of chest films made 
for other reasons than a susp ected cancer or 
during a routine chest surv ey rev ealed that car­ 
cinoma of the lung is a relativ ely indolent (caus­ 
ing no p ain) tumor more frequently than not— 
that it may g o on, in fact, for a number of y ears. 
“In our series, an av erag e of well ov er two 
y ears elap se from the time the first ev idences are 
seen on the X-ray before it is p ositiv ely identified 
or any thing is done about it. We hav e also found 
that carcinoma of the lung ex hibits sig ns in the 
X-ray ' film of the chest on an av erag e of - nine 
months or long er before the p atient is aware of 
first sy mp toms.” 
Dr. Rig ler giv es an ex ample of a woman who 
had cancer of the breast. This was remov ed and 
X-ray s were taken of the chest to see whether or 
not the cancer had spread there. These films 
were taken in 19 44 and 19 45 and nothing abnor­ 
mal was observ ed. In 19 46 there appeared for 
the first time a tiny nodule or density (less than 
a quarter of an inch in diameter) which was not 
observ ed at the time. From 19 46 to 19 50 there 
were no X-ray ex aminations. In 19 50, a larger, 
much more apparent shadow was seen in the 
same place. In 19 51 and 19 52 it gradually in­ 
creased and she was adv ised to hav e operation 
but refused. It was not until 19 53, sev en y ears 
after the first v isible X-ray ev idence of disease, 
that she began to hav e sy mptoms — cough, spit­ 
ting of blood, pain and loss of weight. 
The intense research into the cause or causes 
of cancer is still being carried out all ov er the 
world but in the meantime something must be 
done for those who already hav e this disease. 
Early Recognition of cancer of the lung by means 
of X-ray films means that the patient has a better 
chance of surv iv al than if he waits until he act­ 
ually has sy mptoms.

SUPER-INVENTOR 
The gov ernment has receiv ed from the 
Edison family a deed to the land and build­ 
ings of the Edison laboratory at West 
Orange, N. J . Nex t y ear it will obtain 
title to the contents of the laboratory . Then 
it will become a national monument oper­ 
ated by the National Park Serv ice. 
Edison’s many inv entions include a trans­ 
mitter and receiv er for the automatic tele­ 
graph, an improv ed stock-ticker sy stem, the 
first successful phonograph, the first com­ 
mercially practical incandescent lamp, with 
a complete sy stem of electricity distribution 
to go with it. He dev eloped the first cen­ 
tral electric-light power plant in the world. 
He sy nchronized the mov ing picture with 
sound, produced a superior storage battery 
and was the author of inv entions which 
could be listed almost indefinitely . He held 
ov er 1,300 patents. It is no wonder that 
when he died in 19 31, he was already an 
American legend. 
When the necessary 25 y ears after his 
death hav e elapsed, he will undoubtedly be 
elected to the Hall of Fame. But it is likely 
to be many more y ears than th^t before 
there is another Edison.

Nothing 
was barred. He knew all the an­ 
swers himself and he didn’t hav e 
to refer toug h questions to un­ 
derling s. 
The hug e battery of assistant 
secretaries, counsel and assorted 
bureaucrats who used to flank 
former Secretary Ov eta Culp 
Hobby 
were 
scattered 
incon­ 
sp icuously in the back of the big 
conference room like mere kibit­ 
zers. 
AT ONE POINT, Secretary 
Folsom was asked if he would 
reaap oint Surg eon General Leon­ 
ard A. Scheele as head of the 
Public Health Serv ice. 
Instead of stalling and thus 
letting ug ly rumors sp read, Sec­ 
retary Folsom said simp ly that 
he had found Dr. Scheele able 
and doing a g ood job. When his 
term ex p ired in the sp ring he 
would be g lad to recommend his 
reap p ointment. 
Then sp otting Dr. Scheele in 
the back of the room for the first 
time, Secretary Folsom blushed 


a rosy red and said with a smile 
that he hadn’t realized he had 
been talking about the surg eon 
g eneral in his p resence. Scheele 
took it with a satisfied g rin. 
Practically all of the national 
health funds which Secretary 
Folsom said he would ask the 
nex t Cong ress for will be admin­ 
istered by the surg eon g eneral’s 
office. 
Public Health Serv ice research 
g rants will be increased by from 
25 to 30 p er cent—from 97 mil­ 
lion dollars this y ear to an esti­ 
mated 125 million dollars for 
nex t y ear. 
SECRETARY FOLSOM’S an­ 
nouncement bring s into focus 
what the federal g ov ernment is 
already doing in the health field. 
It so hap p ens that the Wash­ 
ing ton office of the American 
Medical Assn. recently ran a 
comp lete check on federal medi­ 
cal sp ending . It rev ealed a total 
outlay of $2.268 ,800,000 for the 
current fiscal y ear, ending June 
30, 1956. 
The two larg est outlay s are 
8 18 million dollars for Dep art­ 
ment of Defense medical serv ices 
and 7 9 0 million dollars for Vet­ 
eran’s 
Administration 
medical 
care. 
Dep artment of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare ranks third 
with a health budg et of 526 mil­ 
lion dollars for this y ear. It 
cov ers 112 million dollars for 
hosp ital 
construction. O t h e r 
major items include disease con­ 
trol, research, rehabilitation, the 
p olio p rog ram, Food and Drug 
administration 
and 
g rants 
to 
states for p ublic health. 
IN ADDITION to these three 
big p rog rams, 20 other g ov ern­ 
ment ag encies sp end a total of 
131 million dollars on health. 
They rang e from the 30-mil­ 
lion-dollar civ il defense p rog ram 
down to $130,000 for the Presi­ 


dent’s Commission on Aid for 
the Handicap p ed. 
The nation’s p riv ate medical 
ex p enses are estimated by Secre­ 
tary Folsom at 10 billion dollars 
a 
y ear.

health serv ices are already cost­ 
ing a fourth of that amount. 
When p eop le ex p ress concern 
ov er the increasing role of g ov ­

Congress v ote to borrow money 
to pay for a reduction in tax es? 
Hiis is the biggest question 
that the 19 56 session may hav e 
to answer unless there’s a wind­ 
fall in tax receipts and a sudden 
lessening of international tension 
so as to permit a curtailment of 
arms spending. 
Politically , it isn’t in the cards 
for members of Congress in 
prosperous times to v ote for a 
tax reduction in disregard of the 
fact that there isn’t enough rev e­ 
nue being taken in to offset it. 
The demand for tax reduction is 
strongest when there’s a depres­ 
sion or recession, and the rea­ 
son giv en is that it assists in 
creating purchasing power. This 
was the point made by Demo­ 
cratic 
leaders 
early in 
19 54, 
when attention was being called 
to a rise in unemploy ment fig­ 
ures, which has since subsided. 
THROUGHOUT THE Truman 
administration, the fav orite ar­ 
g ument ag ainst tax reduction 
was that in g ood times the budg ­ 
et must be balanced. Hence, it is 
certain 
that 
the 
Democratic 
p arty in Cong ress is g oing to di­ 
v ide on the issue, as will the 
Rep ublicans. A majority in both 
Houses ag ainst tax 
reduction 
would, therefore, be the result 
of a

Some idea of the dang ers in­

Prices 
would beg in to rise, and far 
more than $50 p er tax p ay er 
would hav e to be p aid out to 
meet the hig her costs of thing s 
boug ht in the marketp lace. 
Inflation is the disease which 
today threatens the economy of 
the whole world. Europ ean na­ 
tions are strug g ling ag ainst it, 
p articularly Great Britain, and 
some p rog ress is being made in 
the battle. But if America turns 
to 
inflation, 
serious 
conse­ 
quences will ensue in the trade

Europeans 
from America would naturally 
rise. Ev entually purchases by 
foreign nations would be cur­ 
tailed, and unemploy ment might 
begin to show itself in v arious 
industries in this country . 
IT IS SCARCELY conceiv able 
that the Democratic leadership 
will wish to take the resp onsibil­ 
ity for starting another wav e of 
inflation. 
What is more likely 
is that there will be p ressure for 
v arious tax -reduction bills to be 
p assed, with the hop e that a 
p residential v eto will kill the 
idea itself and p lace on the Re­ 
p ublicans the blame for refus­ 
ing tax reduction. 
This ty p e 
of “p op -g un” measure is a de­ 
v ice frequently used in Con­ 
g ressional 
p olitics. 
But it is 
doubtful 
whether, 
with 
the 
widespread understanding of the 
dangers of an unbalanced budg ­ 
et and the consequences of infla­ 
tion, the v oters will be inclined 
to p enalize the p arty in p ower 
for ex hibiting courag e and com­ 
mon sense in rejecting irresp on­ 
sible leg islation. 
The 
Eisenhower 
administra­ 
tion is not ex p ected to rev eal its 
hand on tax es in the “state of 
the union” messag e nex t month, 
p referring to wait till Ap ril 15, 
when tax receip ts from the ex ­ 
ceeding ly p rosp erous y ear 1955 
will in larg e p art hav e been col­ 
lected. 
THE MOST imp ortant reason 
for not cutting tax es which the 
administration caq g iv e, if the 
tax receip ts are not adequate, 
is that arms sp ending and for­ 
eig n aid must be step p ed up to 
insure a continuance of p eace. 
It now is ‘rather g enerally un­ 
derstood by the American p eop le 
that the threat by Communist 
imp erialism has not been les­ 
sened desp ite the heroic effort 
at conciliation made last sum­ 
mer at Genev a by President 
Eisenhower. 
There is less dang er p olitically 
in op p osing tax reduction than 
there would be normally . Since, 
therefore, there are sound finan­ 
cial, economic, international and 
military reasons for withholding 
a tax reduction in the face of 
an 
unbalanced 
budg et, 
the 
chances of enacting any tax leg ­ 
islation affecting tax p ay ers g en­ 
erally are rather remote. 
What is more imp ortant to the 
v oter is the p rosp ect of increased 
income in 1956 due to increased 
comp ensation either throug h the 
usual imp rov ements of the wag e 
scale or throug h ov ertime work.

VISAS AND PASSPORTS 
If somebody like Paul Robeson cannot get a 
passport, or if an alien like the Red Dean of Can­ 
terbury cannot get a visa, a terrific fuss is made 
on the subject and it is even written: 
“The effect is not only to discourage persons 
in these countries from visiting the United States, 
but to discourage from visiting us those very 
person* who may be best qualified to dispel the 
misconceptions and fastastic notions about the 
United States which have been inspired uncon­ 
sciously by visiting service men and Hollywood 
and consciously by the Communists and their fel- 
low-travelers.” 
For the fiscal year 1955, 689.674 immigrants 
and visitors received visas and 473,703 passports 
were issued during the first IO months. Only 401 
persons were refused passports for other than the 
fact that they did not fill out their applications 
completely and accurately. 
Of the 401. 13 were 
refused passports because they are Communists 
and six because they are engaged in political ac­ 
tivities which abroad would be harmful to the 
United States. The largest number of rejections, 
300, were over citizenship, that is. their Ameri­ 
can citizenship is in doubt or does not exist. 
Non-quota visas, issued under the Refuge Re­ 
lief Act. amounting to 52,072, show an increase 
up to December 9, 1955 
In all these matters, an element of reciprocity 
i must be considered. 
For instance, visas have 
been extended from two to four years when there 
is reciprocity by the other country’.

The government has received from the 
Edison family a deed to the land and build­ 
ings of the Edison laboratory at West 
Orange, N. J. Next year it will obtain 
title to the contents of the laboratory. Then 
it will become a national monument oper­ 
ated by the National Park Service. 
Edison’s many inventions include a trans­ 
mitter cmd receiver for the automatic tele­ 
graph, an improved stock-ticker system, the 
first successful phonograph, the first com­ 
mercially practical incandescent lamp, with 
a complete system of electricity distribution 
to go with it.

CANCER OF THE LUNG 
The increased frequency of cancer of the lung 
represents one of the most pressing problems in 
modern medical practice. It is certainly clear that 
in males, at least, there is a striking and steady 
rise in the number of cases of bronchogenic car­ 
cinoma (cancer of the lung). Statisticians have 
predicted that if the rate of increase shown dur­ 
ing the past 20 years should continue for the next 
can refuse to listen to malicious gossip, he 
2 0 years, we would be faced with a reel national 
disaster. 
We hear a good deal about the cause of this 
increase arid there is much speculation. All of 
you, I am sure, are reading about filtered and 
unfiltered cigarettes, about pollution of the atmos­ 
phere, and many theories as to why this increase 
has occurred. While we are trying to find the 
cause of this increase, while we are exerting 
every effort toward prevention, something must 
be done to salvage those who are now affected 
and the many who will be affected in the future 
by this almost uniformly fatal disease. There is 
at present one cure—surgery. The chances for its 
success depend in large part on early detection 
and rapid identification. 
Thus. Dr. Leo Rigler, Professor of Radiology 
at the University of Minnesota Medical School, 
tells us that for some years he and his associates 
have been investigating what might be called the 
past X-ray history- of persons known to have can­ 
cer of the lung. Examination of chest films made 
for other reasons than a suspected cancer or 
during a routine chest survey revealed that car­ 
cinoma of the lung is a relatively indolent (caus­ 
ing no pain) tumor more frequently than not— 
that it may go on. in fact, for a number of years. 
“In our series, an average of well over two 
years elapse from the time the first evidences are 
seen on the X-ray before it is positively identified 
or anything is done about it. We have also found 
that carcinoma of the lung exhibits signs in the 
X-ray’ film of the chest on an average of nine 
months or longer before the patient is aware of 
first symptoms.” 
Dr. Rigler gives an example of a woman who 
had cancer of the breast. This was removed and 
X-rays were taken of the chest to see whether or 
not the cancer had spread there. These films 
were taken in 1944 and 1945 and nothing abnor­ 
mal was observed. In 1946 there appeared for 
the first time a tiny nodule or density (less than 
a quarter of an inch in diameter) which was not 
observed at the time. From 1946 to 1950 there 
were no X-ray examinations. In 1950. a larger, 
much more apparent shadow- was seen in the 
same place. In 1951 and 1952 it gradually in­ 
creased and she was advised to have operation 
but refused. It was not until 1953. seven years 
after the first visible X-ray evidence of disease, 
that she began to have symptoms — cough, spit­ 
ting of blood, pain and loss of weight. 
The intense research into the cause or causes 
of cancer is still being carried out all over the 
w’orld but in the meantime something must be 
done for those who already have this disease. 
Early recognition of cancer of the lung by means 
of X-ray films means that the patient has a better 
chance of survival than if he waits until he act­ 
ually has symptoms.

late Saturday # night the b ody 
was 
not 
discov ered 
until 
Wednesday, the coroner said. 
THE BODY was so b adly 
charred that it was originally 
b eliev ed to b e that of a farm 
animal, possib ly a goat, it was 
reported. 
James 
Mannese 
of 
Milton, 
who operates the farm owned 
b y his father, discov ered the 
b ody 
yesterday 
and 
notified 
Highland State Police. Troop­ 
ers in turn called Coroner Mc­ 
Cardle. 
The coroner and Trooper Mi­ 
chael Lisman, BCI, estab lished 
the fact that the b ody was that 
of a human b eing. Inv estigation 
is continuing, howev er, to ascer­ 
tain if the b oty is that of 
Hauser who had b een employed 
on the Mannese farm for the 
past two years. 
The b ody was remov ed to the 
Tuthill 
Funeral Home, 
Marl­ 
b orough, 
where 
Dr. 
Bernard 
Adilman of the Kingston City 
Lab performed an autopsy au­ 
thorized b y the coroner. 
Following 
the 
autopsy 
the 
coroner issued a v erdict of death 
due tot carb on monoxide poison­ 
ing as a result of the fire. The 
autopsy also rev ealed a sub -dural 
hemorrhage, he said. 
Coroner McCardle said a b lood 
test should make it possib le to 
ascertain if the v ictim died b e­ 
fore or after the fire. Sufficient 
b lood for such a test was ob ­ 
tained from the chest cav ity, it 
was reported. 
THE CORONER said Hauser 
reportedly did not smoke. He 
found a pack of unopened cig­ 
arettes in an unb urned pocket of 
the v ictim’s jacket. This pocket 
was tfhde**neath one hip, which 
accounts for the fact that it was 
not b urned, 
the coroner ex­ 
plained. 
The fire was discov ered ab out 
10:30. p. m. on Christmas Ev e. 
The b uilding, which was of tile 
construction m the outside, was 
b adly gutted. 
Coroner McCardle said Hau­ 
ser, who came originally from 
Illinois, had a criminal record 
and was known under a num 
b er of different aliases.

IN ALL the East Eu ropean 
satellite cou ntries, as well as in 
the Sov iet Union, alcoholism is 
b lamed for the loss of millions 
of manhou rs in factories and 
mines and on the farms—a “tre­ 
mendou s damage to the state.” 
The satellite Commu nists like 
to claim that drinking is a cu rse 
left b y cap italism, b u t they hav e 
a hard time prov ing it. In Po­ 
land, for instance, the Commu ­ 
nist p ress admits that the con­ 
su mption of alcohol now is twice 
as great as in p rewar cap italist 
day s.

A PRIMARY cau se of the 
higher bu d get May or Stang said 
was the salary increases. Wages 
were higher generally he said 
and those in mu nicip al gov ern­ 
ment were no ex cep tion. 
“I d are say ev ery man and 
woman wants to work for a d e­ 
cent wage,” he stressed . 
“For too long a time,’* said 
the may or, “the salary scale, in 
ou r op inion, has been inad eq u ate 
. . . The city gains immeas­ 
u rably by hav ing a contented 
grou p of emp loy es, and we felt 
that this y ear was the time ’for 
a realistic bu d get.” 
THE SCALE of p ay for labor­ 
ers he said wou ld go u p $180 an­ 
nu ally , some clerical work ers are 
d u e to get a $250 raise and 
others $300, d ep end ing u p on ex ­ 
p erience and civ il serv ice statu s. 
The raise for p olice d ep artment 
p ersonnel is $4 20 and for firemen 
$4 00. 
“We want to hav e ad eq u ate 
p olice and fire p rotection,” he 
said . The p ay scale in the p ast 
has not been attractiv e enou gh 
to recru its, and he noted that 
other cities of the size of Kings­ 
ton are p ay ing more. “At least 
we hav e mad e a start so that 
we will comp are soon with the 
others.” 
ACCOUNTING for the tax 
rate, the break d own rou ghly , he 
said was: cou nty charges $17 , 
d ebt serv ice $14 , d eficit 60 cents, 
library 4 2 cents, and general 
gov ernment costs $31. 
It was noted d u ring the hear­ 
ing that the salary increases for 
electiv e officials amou nted to ap ­ 
p rox imately 25 cents. 
IN NOTING a new bu d get ar­ 
rangement for-the recreation d e­ 
p artment, which now sets it u p 
as an ind iv id u al d ep artment, in­ 
d ep end ent of p u blic work s, he 
said that “we are sp end ing too 
mu ch for recreation, bu t we feel 
that this is a step to some ex ­ 
tent toward eliminating ju v enile 
d elinq u ency .” 
Ald erman-elect Sass, the first 
to sp eak when the may or fin­ 
ished , wanted to k now abou t a 
$3,000 item to be p u rchased for 
the city treasu rer’s office, and 
the may or said this was for a 
new book k eep ing and tabu lat­ 
ing machine. 
Ald erman Ry an, 10th ward , 
ask ed if the may or k new the 
total 
amou nt 
rep resented 
in 
salary 
increases 
alone. 
The 
may or said the figu re was not 
immed iately av ailable and Ry an 
estimated that it was $7 8,095.20. 
THE AMOUNT rep resented in 
the tax rate boost throu gh sal­ 
ary increases, it was ind icated , 
was $3.4 6. Ry an contend ed that 
this wou ld not rep resent 7 5 p er 
cent of the total increase.

said he was sp eak ing as a local 
p rop erty owner and he said he 
consid ered it u nfair “the way 
bu d gets are arriv ed at,’* not 
only on a local bu t on a nation­ 
al scale. 
Lenihan contend ed that all fi­

he’ held that electiv e officials 
shou ld not be allowed to raise 
their own salaries becau se this 
leav es the way op en for other 
city emp loy es to ask for more 
p ay .

Lenihan 
said

THE FORMER ald erman ind i­ 
cated he fav ored p riv ate rather 
than p u blic hou sing p rojects, 
and he ask ed the may or, “Do 
y ou think we need the mu nici­ 
p al au d itoriu m?” Lenihan said 
he thou ght it wou ld be more 
p rofitable to the city to d isp ose 
of it and “get It back on the 
tax roll” becau se he felt it was 
not being u sed enou gh. 
That 
p rop osal, 
the 
may or 
said , has been d iscu ssed , and 
there are some who feel that 
while it is costly to op erate, “it 
fills a p u blic need that the city 
can wrell afford .” He ind icated 
that more thou ght wou ld be 
giv en to this p rop osal d u ring the 
y ear. 
Lenihan said

THE DEPARTMENT original­ 
ly started y ears ago on a small 
scale, the may or said , and it has 
grown. “I think what has been 
accomp lished has been only for 
the good . You ask if it will grow 
and grow, and I feel that as the 
city and its p op u lation grows, 
so mu st the d ep artment grow.” 
Lenihan wanted to k now to 
w’hat ex tent the city gains in 
tax es from the local hou sing 
p roject and , the may or said only 
to the ex tent of the tax v alu e 
of the land before the bu ild ings 
were erected .

ask ed what wou ld hap p en if, in 
the fu tu re, the hou sing p roject 
became half eiftp ty . 
If su ch a situ ation were to 
arise, the may or said , and he 
d eemed it 
u nlik ely , the city 
wou ld be obligated to mak e u p 
any d eficit. Lenihan p rop osed 
that the p u blic be ad v ised annu ­ 
ally of the financial statu s of the 
p roject. He su ggested that the 
figu res be p resented in a “half­ 
page ad,” in the press, and the 


may o r no ted that the figures 
“ are a matter o f public reco rd,*’ 
and may be inspected by any o ne 
interested. 
Ald erman-at-large Kelly - then 
ask ed May or Stang “What has 
the tax rate to d o with hou s­ 
ing?” and the 
may o r rep lied , 
“Nothing.” 
Kelly then ask ed how mu ch of 
the tax increase was rep resented 
in p ay boosts for electiv e offici­ 
als, and the may or said abu t 25 
cents. Then talk ing on the other 
p ay increases, which he consid ­ 
ered u rgently necessary Kelly 
said : 
“ I THINK we are d oing a 
p retty fair job, d esp ite the fact 
that there are some comp laints. 
If there were no comp laints then 
something wou ld be wrong.” 
Kelly then noted that Kings­ 
ton is a city of 30,000 p op u lation 
and it need s ad eq u ate p olice p ro­ 
tection. “Last night,” he said , an 
officer was shot at while inv esti­ 
gating a bu rglary ,” and this was 
an ex amp le of the k ind of work 
the p olice are called u p on to d o. 
Then Kelly ask ed Police Chief 
Van Bu ren, who sat near him, 
“How many p atrolmen are on 
d u ty tonight?” 
Trie

rep lied , 
“Sev en 
men,”- and Kelly stressed , “Sev en 
men to p rotect 30,000 p eop le.” 
Salaries for city emp loy es, Kelly 
held , mu st be raised in p rop or­ 
tion to those of p riv ate ind u s­ 
try . 
“Now we hav e more ind u stry 
coming in. It means more serv ­ 
ice by the city , and consid ering 
this, I think the may or has d one 
a fine job in k eep ing the tax 
rate where it is.” 
THEN NOTING that all d e­ 
p artments are inv olv ed in the 
u rgent need for salary boosts, he 
tu rned to the may or and said : 
“I think y ou hav e d one a mon­ 
strou s job in these times when 
ev ery thing is growing.” 
Pu blic hou sing, said Kelly , was 
originally ad v ocated nationally 
by a p arty of d ifferent p olitical 
comp lex ion than that of the 
p resent city ad ministration. He 
recalled that when a hou sing 
p roject w*as first p resented it 
was op p osed locally by members 
of the p arty which had originally 
sp onsored hou sing. 
Now, he said , the city has a 
p roject accommod ating 98 fam­ 
ilies. It costs the city no more 
than ex tend ing sewer and street 
facilities. “It’s a hu manitarian 
p rogram,” he said , and now if 
more is need ed d owntown, which 
they are try ing to rehabilitate, 
it will cost the city no more than 
the other p roject. 
Ald erman Ry an wond ered how 
mu ch the city has been growing 
in p op u lation. It seems most of 
the p op u lation growth, he said , 
is in the town of Ulster. Walter 
Donnaru ma said he felt that 
the city ’s p op u lation was grow­ 
ing no more than 200 a y ear. 
May or Stang said , howev er, 
that the city is ex p eriencing 
mu ch new bu ild ing, and ind i­ 
cated it is ex p ecting mu ch more 
in the near fu tu re. 
George Sheld on Sr., 
o f 20 
Step han street, held that the 
tax rate wou ld be a bu rd en for 
a lot o f old and mid d le-aged 
p ersons, who work for small 
wages. He said he thou ght the 
rate was rid icu lou s, and ask ed : 
“What are we going to d o, lose 
ou r homes?” 
Wilson Boy ce, of 4 7 Trenton 
street, ask ed how mu ch of an 
increase in the bu d get d id cou n­ 
ty charges rep resent. 
He was 
told $60,000, and ask ed why the 
p eop le ou t in the cou nty cou ld 
not be tax ed enou gh to absorb 
su ch an increase rather than 
hav e it fall on the city . 
Und er the p resent theory of 
gov ernment, 
the may or said , 
“we hav e to help p ay for cou nty 
serv ices which we u se, su ch as 
the cou rt and cou nty clerk facil­ 
ities, highway d ep artment and 
others. 
Boy ce said he thou ght 
city finances had reached the 
p oint where it will be necessary 
to p u t p ark ing meters on sid e 
streets, and the may or noted 
that ad d itional p ark ing meters 
in the city are to be consid ered . 
Ald erman Rad el wanted to 
k now abou t a bu d get p rov ision 
calling for the sale of city p rop ­ 
erty for $15,000 and the may or 
said the city now owns the Or- 
p heu m Theatre bu ild ing, and it 
is estimated that its sale will 
bring at least that p rice.

showed that the free nations of 
Europe. Asia and the United 
States boosted their steel output 
in 1955 by 22 5 per cent over

Under the impetus of the big­ 
gest economic boom in its his- 
1 tory, the United States increased 
its production 32 per cent while 
Russia gained only IO per cent, 
• producing 49.600.000 tons this 
year compaied with 43.300.000 
tons in 1954. United States pro­ 
duction this year is estim ated at 
I 116,500,000 tons compared with 
88.300.000 tons last year. 
TOTAL WORLD output was 
estim ated at 293 million tons 
compared with 245 million in 
, 1954, an increase of 48 million 
I tons. Of thi6 increase the United 
States accounted for about 28.- 
200.000 tons, or about 59 per 
cent. 
At the yearend, steel demand 
in the United States was strain­ 
ing the industry’s ability to pro­ 
duce despite a slight letdown in 
the automotive production race.

that word conservative to re­ 
mark that riflemen as far as 
stock design was concerned were 
the most conservative people in 
the world. 
“Whaddya 
mean, 
conserva­ 
tive? Look at those California- 
type stocks now. They’re radical 
enough, aren’t they, what with 
hump-backed butts and whoop- 
te-do grips and curlicue inlays? 
Call them conservative?” bel­ 
lowed one of the party. 
Needless to say, his outraged 
howl exemplified exactly what I 
had in mind, that the average 
gun nut resists change with the 
set solidity of Plymouth Rock, 
as far as the woodwork on his 
rifles goes. 
THERE’S X LOT to be said 
on both sides. Actually, there 
has been some slow evolution in 
the basic lines of the sporting 
rifle stock. The greats of yester­ 
year, superb craftsmen and ar­ 
tists in their line, conceived 
stock forms that were both ar­ 
tistic and functional—but func­ 
tional in a day when the optical 
sight was relatively a rarity. 
Today’s Monte Carlo combs, 
exaggerated cheekpieces, and I 
think also today’s tight-curved 
pistol grips, are attempts at an­ 
swering the problems created by 
a high sight line and by the 
growing use, with far-seeing pre­ 
cision sights, of the rifle as a far- 
shooting 
precision 
instrument. 
Seems reasonable, anyway. 
Of course, if you turned loose 
on gun stock design problems an 
engineer who’d never shot a rifle 
in his life, he might well come 
up with a silhouette unlike any­ 
thing the conservative gun nut 
ever saw, much less shot. The 
general appearance of the Fab- 
rique Nationale semi-automatic 
rifle being tested against our 
own T-47 fast-shooting military 
type is an example. Functional 
in the extreme, but homely as a 
mud fence. 
ACTUALLY, EVERY now and 
then the extremists in sporting 
stock design come up with an 
idea which is at first sight shock­ 
ing, but in use turns out to be 
both good looking and practical. 
There’s a little Guymon-made 
sporter on my rack, over in my 
wife’s section thereof, which is 
most extreme in that its fore­ 
end is extremely broad, about 
two and a half inches, and the 
fore-grip sides swoop in very 
quickly toward the barrel.

Khrushchev 
repeated 
the 
statement he made in India after 
the recent H-bomb test explosion 
in the Soviet Union—that the 
new 
Russian 
weapon 
“was 
equivalent to many million tons 
of ordinary explosives.” 
HE SAID that although "we 
do not want to boast about our 
military and technical strength, 
he wanted to remind the west 
about the test explosion. 
“The power of this weapon 
was equivalent to many million 
tons of ordinary explosives anc 
it 
can 
be 
considerably 
in­ 
creased,” he added. 
“People 
who are trying to increase ten 
l sion should remember the re­ 
sults of this test.” 
(The telephone line over which 
part of this story was dictatec 
was brok en by the Soviet censor 
for five minutes after mention 
was made of Khrushchev’s state­ 
ment about the H-bomb). 
KHRU8CHEV 
followed Pre­ 
mier Nik olai Bulganin to the ros­ 
trum. 
Both speeches bristled 
with attack s on “western colo­ 
nialism.” 
On the Middle East Khru­ 
shchev put forth these con ten­ 
sions: 
1. The Baghdad pact violated 
the Geneva spirit and was signed 
almost before the ink on the Ge­ 
neva agreement was dry. Turk ey 
is “mistak enly link ing her fate 
with the aggressive Baghdad 
pact.” 
2. The Soviet Union sympa 
thizes with the desire of Arab 
nations to win and maintain in­ 
dependence. Jordan is the latest 
example of western efforts to in­ 
volve Arabs “in an aggressive 
military bloc.” 
3. “From the first day of its 
existence, the State'of Israel has 
been tak ing a hostile, threaten 
ing position toward its neighbors. 
Imperialists are behind Israel, 
trying to exploit it against the 
Arabs for their own benefit.” 
TURNING to Germany Khru­ 
shchev said the actual existence 
of two German states must be 
tak en into account if the West 
sincerely wants European secur­ 
ity. The western powers’ “posi­ 
tion is that the German Demo­ 
cratic republic should join West 
Germany and that all its social 
achievements should be liqui­ 
dated,” he said. He argued that 
this and the inclusion of a re­ 
armed Germany with the West 
would not only fail to guarantee 
peace and security in Europe but 
would increase the danger of a 
new war.” 
He said that while western 
policy now prevents German re­ 
unification, it does not mean 
there is no possibility of guar­ 
anteeing European security.” He 
said the Soviet Union sees no 


other solution than a system of 
general European security in­ 
cluding the United States. 
"NO ONE WILL force us to 
strengthen by our own hand a 
bloc (NATO) which is directed 
against the Soviet Union and 
other peace-loving countries,” 
he added. 
Khrushchev spok e of Africa 
as “divided among European 
and non-European nations. 
“It is held down by chains 
which are chok ing the people of 
Africa, who are rising in the 
fight against colonialism,” he 
declared. 
“We support these 
fighters for independence, and 
wish them success.” 
Khrushchev cited Russia’s re­ 
turn of the Pork k ala naval base 
to Finland, the Austrian Inde­ 
pendence treaty and the reduc­ 
tion of Soviet armed forces by 
640,000 men as Soviet contribu­ 
tions to reducing international 
tension during 19 55. 
“Who 
is 
undermining 
the 
Geneva spirit and who is sup­ 
porting it?” he ask ed. “We do 
not see what the United States 
is doing to lessen international 
tension. 
“Some 
western 
politicians 
have a strange idea of the Gen­ 
eva spirit,” he said. “They want 
us to disarm our army and also 
to disarm morally and political­ 
ly. Such conditions are unac­ 
ceptable to us. The most eager 
proponents of such unrealistic 
policy are in the United States, 
particularly Secretary of State 
Dulles, who plays a leading role 
in advocating massive retalia­ 
tion and other absurdities. 
“They are even still using 
such out-of-date language of 
the policy of the position-of- 
strength as ’forcing the Reds to 
withdraw.’ ”
